WHEREAS, Donald Shaner was born in 1926 in DeKalb and lived

the majority of his life in Wheaton; he graduated from Wheaton

Community High School and served in the United States Navy in

the Philippines during World War II; he married Twylah Havens

in 1948 and graduated from the University of Illinois with a

bachelor's degree in mechanical engineering in 1950; the

following year he earned his master's degree in the same

subject from the University of Illinois; and

WHEREAS, After college, Donald Shaner worked as an engineer

for 3M in Minnesota; he then returned to the Chicago area and

worked as an engineer at the Elgin Watch Co.; he also worked in

management for the Skokie-based International Mineral &

Chemical; in the mid-1960s, he joined Warren King and

Associates as a consultant, and, in 1968, he started his own

consulting firm; after his retirement in 1993, he served on the

Wheaton Warrenville School Board for 4 years from 1997 to 2001;
